Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 36-59 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Phillips et al 
(US 5835199) and Gabl et al (US 5592237) do not teach nor make obvious (claim 36, 
47, 58, and 59) wherein the frequency shifted feedback laser radiation source further 
comprises a means for injection of narrow banded, non-pumping, modulated seed laser 
light into the frequency shifted feedback resonator, said means for injection modulating 
the seed laser light such that said intensity of said beat signal is increased.
